- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that the prior art of record failed to 
teach a second transparent substrate since element 33 taught by Lebby refers to an optical lens and not a second 
transparent substrate underlying the first substrate. Applicant's representative also provided an informal amendment 
for the independent claims in order to more clearly distinguish the second transparent substrate of the invention over 
the applied prior art, particularly, to establish that the second substrate has a non-planar form by including a plurality of 
non-planar elements. The prior art of record only discloses a single non-planar lens attached to the first substrate.The 
Examiner agreed to reconsider applicant's arguments upon filling of a formal amendment..
